Applicant's arguments have been considered but are unpersuasive to allow the claims 

o >r 

to withdraw the rejection. 

At page 7 of the remarks, applicant states that Lo is directed toward only one client 
while" the present invention transmits the image file to a plurality of clients 
simultaneously." 

Upon closer view there is no language in claim 1 that specifically states or infers that 
image is transmitted simultaneously to a plurality of clients. Hence, this argument is 
not given further consideration. 

At the bottom of page 7, applicant states that all three of the citations relied on by the 
examiner refer to a plurality of resources rather than the claimed plurality of user 
clients. The examiner strongly disagrees in that a client or multiple clients can be 
assigned to each of plural work-stations or scanners. This anticipates plural users. This 
is apparent in the sections relied upon by the examiner. 

In the first full paragraph of page 8, applicant alleges that Lo does not teach the 
claimed limitations. There does not appear to be any support for this allegation. 

At the bottom of page 8, applicant insists that Lo teaches only one client. Applicant 
assumes the invention of Lo is directed to only one client. But Lo teaches a plurality of 
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devices (102,130) as shown by figure 2. How then can there be one client when at 
least two devices received information from separate machines ? it can be clearly 
determined that multiple devices (102, 130) are for plural/multiple clients.
